THE CALL OF GOD 


The call to the ministry is a 
direct call from God. No person 
should preach without t call, 
and no person should refuse to 
preach when he has this call. 
God calls men to bear the bur- 
den of proclaiming the gospel, 
but each minister is forced to 
decide between the role of a 
dumb dog or a flame of fire. 
Time and environment will pro- 
vide ample opportunities to test 
the fibre of the soul of the 
preacher. Strong souls, deter- 
mined souls, yet humble souls 
are needed in the ministry. 

God, in no age, has called min- 
isters to drift with the sinful 
masses. He calls men to stand 
up, speak up, and sound out an 
alarm of the terrible effects of 
sin. God has never called men to 
compromise with sin and Satan. 
He calls men to be flames of fire 
and to glow for His glory. 

A preacher is never obedi- 
ent to Christ while the fire of 
God burns in his soul. The dan- 
ger comes when the fire goes out. 
Why be a dumb dog when God 
wants His preachers to be flames 
of fire? THE CALLED OF GOD 
MUST BURN FOR GOD. 
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There are two things we need to 








1. In the verbal inspiration of the 
Bible. 


2. In one God eternally existing in 
three persons; namely, the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost. 

3. That Jesus Christ is the only 
begotten Son of the Father, con- 
ceived of the Holy Ghost, and born 
of the virgin Mary. That Jesus was 
crucified, buried, and raised from 
the dead; that He ascended to heav- 
en and is today at the right hand of 
the Father as the Intercessor. 

4. That all have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God, and that 
repentance is commanded of God for 
all and necessary for forgiveness ol 


5. That justification, regenera- 
tion, and the new birth are wrought 
by faith in the blood of Jesus Christ. 

6. In sanctification subsequent to 
the new birth, through faith in the 
blood of Christ; through the Word, 
and by the Holy Ghost. 

7. Holiness to be God’s standard 
of living for His people. 

8. In the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost subsequent to a clean heart. 

9. In speaking with other tongues 
as the Spirit gives utterance, and 
that it is the initial evidence of the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

10. In water baptism by immer- 
sion, and all who repent should be 
baptized in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. 

11. Divine healing is provided for 
all in the atonement. 

12. In the Lord’s Supper and 
washing of the saints’ feet. 

13. the premillennial second 
coming of Jesus. First, to resurrect 
the teous dead and to catch 
away the living saints to Him in the 
air. Second, to reign on the earth a 
thousand years. . 

14. In the bodily resurrection; 
eternal life for the righteous and 
eternal punishment for the wicked. 
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remember in our study of the Scrip- 
tures. One is, that there are beauties 
and precious things in every part of 
the Bible. No spot is barren; not a 


chapter is there in the whole Book, 
but has in it something that may 
bless a soul; some fragment of the 
gold of truth, some disclosure of th 
divine heart or divine will, some clus- 
ter of nourishing fruit, or perchance, 
as among the rocks on many a hill- 
side, some cool spring of water flow- 
ing out to quench the heart’s thirst. 

. The other thing to be remembered 
is, that the Word of God must be 
searched diligently, lovingly, careful- 
ly, thoroughly. Such searching will al- 
ways be rewarded. Careless, super- 
ficial reading will never yield the 
greatest blessing. Into every obscure 
nook, into every seemingly bare and 
empty field, into every chapter of 
names and facts, into every ancient 
chronicle and genealogical list, we 
must press our quest, if we would find 
all the precious things our Father has 
prepared for us in His Word. Unless 
we thus search, there are many of 
the best things we shall never find, 
because many of the best things lie 
where only the thorough seeker will 
find them.—Presbyterian at Work.

“For I know whom I have believed, 
and am persuaded that He is able 
to keep that which I have committed 
unto him against that day,” 2 Tim. 
1:12. 

We do not need to go very far 
into the Word of God to find out 
what it takes to be a triumphant 
Christian. There are many so-called 
Christians in the world today who 
are continually confessing their awful 
defeats. There is no such thing as 
defeat with Christ, no such thing as 
surrender or laying down arms, or 
turning back in retreat. Gods invari- 
able promises are that He will never 
fail those who call upon Him for 
help. “Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and mighty 
(difficult) things, which thou knowest 
not,” was God’s promise to Jeremiah. 
And the psalmist David gave this 
great testimony: “The Lord is my 
strength and my shield; my heart 
trusted in him, and I am helped: 
therefore my heart greatly rejoiceth; 
and with my song will I praise him,” 
Ps. 28:7. 

If we fail God, there is a reason 
for it; there is a fault somewhere; 
and it is not God’s fault. If we fail 
to retain the blessing of God, it is 
because somewhere we have let down. 
There is such a thing as continuous 
victory; it is by walking in the light 
and keeping our faith channels clear 
toward God. Times of testing will 
come. Let us ever remember His 
precious promise: “Cast thy burden 
upon the Lord, and he shall sustain 
thee: he shall never suffer the right- 
eous to be moved” Ps. 55:22. 

If we walk in the light, as He is 
in the light, we shall have that vic- 
tory. But if we cease at any time to 
walk in the light of God, we lose that 
victory. It is a good thing to know 
what it means to have the victory. 
It means to maintain unbroken com- 
munion with the Holy Spirit and walk 
in the path He has mapped out for 
us in His Word. “Thou wilt shew me 
the path of life: in thy presence is 
fulness of joy; at thy right hand 
there are pleasures for evermore,” Ps. 
16:11. 

God delivered the children of Israel 
from the iron heel of Pharaoh, the 
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pagan despot. The children of Israel 
were in Egypt laboring in bondage, 
abject slaves, until they cried out to 
God for delivérance and God delivered 
them. Through a glorious succession 
of miracles, He brought them out of 
bondage and started them on the 
way to the land of Canaan, that they 
might live for God and be a holy 
nation, a peculiar treasure unto God. 

God’s plan and purpose was to make 
that people a holy people, a people 
zealous of good works, a people entirely 
separated and different from the 
other nations of the world round 
about them; and God told them what 
they should do in order to be that 
kind of people. He said that they 
should obey His voice, keep His cove- 
nant, and not associate with idolaters, 
and abstain from the pollutions of 
the world. 

How thorough are we in our con- 
victions toward God? How thorough 
are we in our conscientious scruples 
concerning our conduct before the 
Almighty? Are we ever ready to up- 
hold the standards of God’s truth, to 
bring our lives into conformity with 
the mighty Word of God? 

The world is full of religious edu- 
cation, religious culture, and those 
other things which the natural man 
upholds; but if our life is out of tune 
with God, and does not conform to 
the standards of truth as set forth in 
the Bible, we have a false conception 
of what Christianity really is. 

If we do not relinquish every hold 
that we have upon the world, the 
flesh, and the devil to enter into this 
covenant—the covenant by sacrifice 
and conformity to the will of God and 
obedience to His commands—we have 
not even begun our race for life. Let 
us remember that no sinner is ever 
truly converted unto God who has 
not come to a keen sense of his guilt 
before God and of his unworthiness 
of God’s favor and blessing or even 
of His mercy. 

Conversion without repentance is 
not conversion at all. A professed 
knowledge of God without ever re- 
nouncing sin and turning one’s back 
on the world and all its frivolities and 
enticements, and accepting Christ 
whole-heartedly and sincerely is no 


conversion at all. There is no such 
thing as Christianity without Christ; 
and there is no such thing as getting 
Christ on your side until you have 
turned your back on everything that 
offends Christ. 

Unless a man comes to the cross, 
receiving there the forgiveness of his 
sins and enters into reconciliation 
with the Father, he has no ground 
on which to stand for any appeal to 
God. The Scriptures never promised 
salvation to him who feigns to be- 
lieve in Christ, and there are no self- 
made men in heaven. 

Are you getting any real and 
lasting satisfaction out of the glitter- 
ing pleasures and pursuits of this 
world? Are you not finding that things 
lose their flavor, and that you are 
spending your strength day after day 
for naught? That you are no more 
satisfied than you were a year ago? 
Does not a sense of hollowness and 
weariness come over you as you go on 
in the same round, perpetually getting 
through things only to begin again? 
It cannot be otherwise. Over even the 
best and purest earthly fountains the 
Hand that never makes a mistake 
has written, “Whosoever drinketh of 
this water shall thirst again.” Look 
into your own heart, and you will 
find a copy of that inscription already 
traced, “Shall thirst again.” 

There is a brighter and happier life, 
whose inscription is “Shall never 
thirst”; a life that is no dull round 
of dissatisfaction, but a life that has 
found its true path and mark, and 
set itself toward a shining and happy 
goal. Will you not seek it? His Word 
says, “I will instruct thee and teach 
thee in the way which thou shalt 
go: I will guide thee with mine eye,” 
Ps. 32:8. 

“All souls are mine,” said God. 
But that one who has absolutely sur- 
rendered to God, and committed his 
life to Him, is sure to be safe. There 
is no uncertainty in God’s keeping 
power, because He rules the universe; 
and if it pleases God sometimes to re- 
verse the laws of nature and perform 
a miracle to maintain your existence 
here in this world, He will do it. We 
can well trust Him to do it, because

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There is a beautiful story written 
for us by the Spirit inspired writer, 
Mark, in his gospel letter, for he says, 
“and a cert woman which had an 
issue of blood twelve years, and had 
suffered many things of many phy- 
sicians, and had spent all that she 
had, and was nothing bettered, but 
rather grew worse, when she had 
heard of Jesus, came in the press be- 
hind, and touched his garment. For 
she said, If I may touch, but his 
clothes, I shall be whole. And straight- 
way the fountain of her blood was 
dried up; and she felt in her body 
that she was healed of that plague,” 
Mark 5:25-28. 

How did this woman hear about Je- 
sus? There were no Bibles to read in 
those days. There were no preachers 
as yet to proclaim the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. But this woman was healed 
by Jesus and she went to Jesus be- 
cause she had heard of ‘ 

I can see this afflicted woman as 
she was going about day after day 
seeking some way of deliverance from 
her issue of blood. Perhaps it was one 
day as she was walking the streets of 
her city that she heard the story of a 
certain leper that had been healed b 
a man named Jesus. “And behold, 
there came a —% and ae yoo 
him, saying, Lord, if thou wilt thou 
canst make me clean. And Jesus put 
forth His hand and touched him say- 
ing, I will; be thou clean. And im- 
mediately his leprosy was cleansed,” 
Matt. 8:2, 3. A ray of hope eo 
within her heart. I can imagine that 
this woman was pretty hopeless and 
discouraged after twelve years of ill- 
ness, and now her money was gone, 
and her condition grew worse. How- 
ever, after this ray of hope struck her 
heart, she journeyed on. Soon she 
overheard another story. “And when 
Jesus was entered into Capernaum, 
there came unto him a centurion, be- 
seeching him, and saying, Lord, my 
servant lieth at home sick of the pal- 
sy, grievously tormented. and Jesus 
said unto him, I will come and heal 
him. The centurion answered and 
said, Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest come under my roof: but 
speak the word only, and my servant 
shall be healed. For I am a man under 
authority, having soldiers under me; 
and I say to this man, Go, and he go- 
eth; and to another, Come, and he 
cometh; to my servant, Do and 
he doeth it. When Jesus heard it, he 
marveled, and said to them that fol- 
lowed, Verily I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel. And Jesus said unto the cen- 
turion, Go thy hy A and as thou hast 
believed so be it done unto thee. And 
his servant was healed in the self- 
same hour,” Matt. 8:5-10, 13. 

“Oh,” she thought, “how wonderful 
is this Jesus! I must seek Him. He can 
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help me.” And as she journeyed on 
she heard more and more about the 
healings of Jesus. “And as Jesus was 
come into Peter’s house, he saw his 
wife’s mother laid, and sick of a fever. 
And he touched her hand, and the 
fever left her: and she arose and 
ministered unto them. When the even 
was come, they brought unto him 
many that were possessed with devils; 
and he cast out the spirits with his 
word, and healed all that were sick,” 
Matt. 8:14-16. “And when he was en- 
tered into a ship, his disciples fol- 
lowed him. And behold, there arose a 
great. tempest in the sea, insomuch 
that the ship was covered with the 
waves; but he was asleep. And his 
disciples came to him and awoke him, 
saying, Lord, save us; we perish. And 
he d unto them, Why are ye fear- 
ful, oh ye of little faith? Then he 
arose and rebuked the winds and the 
sea; and there was a great calm,” 
Matt. 8:23-26. 

“And behold they brought to him a 
man sick of the palsy, lying on a bed; 
and Jesus seeing their faith said unto 
the sick of the palsy: Son, be of good 
nen thy sins be forgiven thee,”

this time, as the woman was 
walking along, she heard the noises 
of the crowd coming her way. As the 
crowds came nearer she saw Jesus— 
“surely He can heal me.” “While He 
spake these things unto them, behold, 
there came a certain ruler and wor- 
shipped him, saying, My daughter is 
even now dead: but come and lay thy 
hand upon her, and she shall live. And 
Jesus arose and followed him, and so 
did his disciples. And, behold, a wom- 
an, which was diseased with an issue 
of blood twelve years, came behind 
him, and touched the hem of his gar- 
ment: for she said within herself, If 
I may but touch his garment, I shall 
be whole. But Jesus turned him about, 
and when he saw her, he said, Daugh- 
ter, be of good comfort; faith 
hath made thee whole,” Matt. 9:18-22. 

Yes, this woman was healed because 
she believed Jesus was going to heal 
her. She believed what she had heard 
about Jesus. Rom. 10:17 tells us how 
we may have faith. “So then faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by 
the word of God.” Rom. 4:21 gives us 
one of the Bible’s definitions of faith. 
“And being fully persuaded that what 
he had promised he was able also to 

rform.” We must have faith to be 

ealed for God cays, “But without 
faith it is impossible to please him: 
for he that cometh to God must be- 
lieve that he is, and that he is a re- 
warder of them that diligently seek 
him,” Heb. 11:6. 

It is God’s will to heal every sick- 
ness. It has always been his , and 
it will continue to be his will as long 
and God permits Satan to afflict peo- 


pe. Sickness, as well as sin, is caused 
y the power of the prince of the air, 
which is Satan, the devil. Jesus died 
to give us deliverance from sin, and 
at the same time Jesus died to heal 
all of our sicknesses. “He is despised 
and rejected of men; a man of sor- 
rows, and acquainted with grief: and 
we hid as it were our faces from him; 
he was despised, and we esteemed him 
not. Surely he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten of God, 
and afflicted. But he was wounded of 
our transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed,” Isa. 53:3-5. Je- 
sus said, in His very own words, “For 
whether is easier, to say, Thy sins be 
forgiven thee; or to say, Arise and 
walk.” Matt. 9:5. Salvation for the 
soul and healing for the bodv go hand 
and hand in the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
Ex. 15:26, “I am the Lord that heal- 
eth thee.” Psa. 103:2, 3 says, “Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, and forget not all 
his benefits: who forgiveth all thine 
iniquities: who healeth all thy dis- 
eases.” We believe the first part of 
verse 3; why cannot we believe the 
latter part of the same verse? It is 
all God’s Word, and every bit equally 
true. It is just as much God’s will to 
heal and desire that His children be 
well and happy as it is for us to desire 
that our own children be healthy and 
happy. We are sick because we have 
f to realize that the devil is the 
romoter of all sickness, and not God. 

e are sick because we have failed 
to believe God can and will heal all 
our sicknesses. We are sick because we 
are satisfied to remain sick. As long 
as we pet and ty | our infirmities, we 
shall have them, but once we become 
disgusted with them and turn them 
over to the Lord for deliverance, we 
shall be healed. 

Some believe it is God’s will for us to 
be sick, yet these same people will 
spend money for medical care to get 
out of the will of God. If sickness and 
disease is the will of God, why is God 
going to destroy all sickness from the 
earth when He casts Satan into the 
lake of fire forever? Don’t permit the 
devil to deceive you any longer; turn 
all your doubts into belief in the heal- 
ing power of the blood of Jesus Christ. 
“Is any among you afflicted? let him 
pray. Is any merry? let him sing 

salms. Is any sick among you? let 

im call for the elders of the church; 
and let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord: 
and the prayer of faith shall save the 
sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, they 
shall be forgiven him. Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray one 
for another, that ye may be healed.

REPORTS ON A RECENT MISSION- 
ARY JOURNEY 

It is with great joy that I pen these 
few lines to you on the completion of 
my 8,000-mile missionary trip. May 
your joy increase having knowledge 
of the performance of the Lord in our 
Church. 

On May 19, I boarded a plane from 
Upington to Windhoek, Southwest 
Africa, where I joined Reverend and 
Sister van der Walt, the newly ap- 
pointed missionaries for Southwest 
Africa. We travelled over 800 miles 
during my 9 days’ stay. The Bantu 

ople were very happy to welcome 
hem back (you will remember that 
we had to call them back for lack of 
funds). The Church of God ministers 
of North Carolina have made it - 
sible for their return, contributing 
$87.50 per month. Brother van der 
Walt has a one-ton truck. We had to 
sleep in God’s bedroom, adorned with 
its magnificent stars every night, but 
God wonderfully blessed us; many 
precious souls accepted the Lord every 
night. Praise His name! 

A night which will ever be remem- 
bered was the Saturday night at 
Tsumeb. The compound manager 
kindly consented to our conducting a 
meeting in the compound, which he 
then kindly announced. Before dark 
he estimated the crowd at over 3,000 
Ovambas and Hereros. We showed 
them a film on the life and cruci- 
fixion of our Lord Jesus. When the 
altar call was extended, well over 500 
accepted the Lord Jesus as their per- 
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sonal Saviour. It surely brought great 
joy to our hearts, and it was an en- 
couragement to our Brother and Sis- 
ter van der Walt. At the close of the 
meeting, one man came forward and 
asked whether he could speak to me. 
He told of how an angel of the Lord 
had appeared to him on Tuesday 
evening and telling him that the Lord 
was going to send His servants to tell 
them more about Jesus. He even had 
his witness to corroborate his state- 
ment. Another one came forward and 
said: “Sir, the night before last the 
Lord appeared and told me that His 
servants would be coming to tell us 
more about salvation!” He also had 
his witness, whom he had told before 
our arrival. A third one came forward 
and, looking me in the face, said: “Sir, 
tell me, what must I do? I only want 
to serve my Jesus.” If ever I felt just 
to stay and carry on meetings, it was 
then, but other appointments simply 
compelled me to move on. During my 
visit there, more than 600 natives ac- 
cepted Christ. Brother and Sister van 
der Walt are really missionary-mind- 
ed workers, and I am sure great things 
can be expected in that field. 

We are now going to build a Lem- 
mon, South Dakota, Memorial Church 
at Tsumeb, which is almost on the 
border of Angola. We really need to 
build a mission station, as it is impos- 
sible for the brother and sister just 
to roam about all the time. Please 
pray that God will give us funds to 
proceed in the building of the mission 
station. 

From Windhoek, I took a plane 
back to Upington, where Sister Saay- 
man remained with our dear Brother 
and Sister J. J. Maree, of Marydale. 
My wife and Sister Vrey met me at 
the airport. That evening I conducted 
a meeting in Upington, leaving the 
following day for Loeriesfontein. The 
roads were so bad that I broke the 
crossmember of my car. There we 
spent two days with the beloved breth- 
ren. We really had good fellowship. 
They are pros to break down the 
old church and to build a new one. 
God bless them in their endeavors to 
labor for the Lord. Brother Nell is the 
elder in charge. 

Then we went on to Klaver, where 
we had a most pleasant time with 
Brother and Sister Adriaanse. The 
following day we went to Vredendal, 
where we had a two days’ meeting. 
They have called Pastor and Sister 
Nell of Kimberley to take over the as- 
sembly. Brother Roux, the local work- 
er, is in charge, assisted by Brother 
Van Lille. We should pray for them. 


On June 2 we went on to Cape Town 
and stayed with Pastor and Sister Orr 
Van Heerden, the superintendent, for 
17 days. We certainly enjoyed the 
sweet and blessed fellowship of these 
dear children of God. 

The first week, I conducted meet- 
ings in Woodstock, Lansdowne, Brook- 
lyn, and, the Sunday night, in Parow 








with Reverend Badenhorst, where we 
had a most wonderful meeting. Many 
surrendered to the Lord and back- 
slidden people were reclaimed. Brot 
er Badenhorst certainly has a ver 
fine work, and he is doing much for 
God. On account of ill health he could 
not continue as superintendent. Soon 
after, I had a meeting with the col- 
ored ople. They accepted the con- 
stitution with only one minor change. 
Brother Badenhorst was with me in 
that meeting. I am thankful to him 
for the able way in which he assisted. 
We counselled the colored brethren, 
resulting in the election of Brother 
Rezant as their superintendent, 
Brother W. de Klerk as assistant su- 
perintendent, and Brother De Vos as 
secretary. Every night we had the hall 
packed. Sometimes up to 800 were 
there to listen to the gospel. I surely 
fell in love with the colored work, they 
estimated the converts at over 150 for 
the 8 meetings.

He was sent out by 
the Church of God to evangelize for 
two years in our churches. We want 
to say: “Welcome, Brother and Sister 
row d and boys!” We are praying that 
their stay in South Africa will be a 
happy one, and that many souls will 
be saved through his ministry. 


On June 19 our daughter Petro ar- 
rived from the United States, where 
she studied Child Psychology and 
Child Evangelism at both Lee College 
and Central Bible Institute. She has, 
therefore, obtained knowledge of these 
courses in both colleges. At present she 
will accompany her dad while visiting 
and building our Sunday Schools and 
lecturing our Sunday School teachers 
where she is invited. My prayer is 
that God will use her in a mighty 
way, and that she will be a blessing to 
the young. 

We left Cape Town on the 20th, 
visiting and preaching at Stanford, 
where Brother du Toit is holding the 
fort. I am sure God has His hand on 
his life. From there we went to Bon- 
nievale, where Brother Groves is doing 
a splendid work; then to Heidelberg, 
where Brother Miller is holding the 
fort until a suitable full-time man 
will take over. 

We spent one night in George, with 
Brother and Sister Roux, and one 
night in Knysna, with Brother and 
Sister Swart. From there we proceed- 
ed to Port Elizabeth. Here Brother 
Slay conducted meetings from Wed- 
nesday until Sunday, with very good 
results. the attendance was really 
good. Brother Barry Prinsloo, the su- 
perintendent, and I went to King Wil- 
liamstown, where we had a _ good 
meeting with Pastor and Sister 
Stevens, and some other people from 
East London came over. We also went 
to Respatch, where Brother and Sister 
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Botha are doing a splendid work for 
God. Sunday I spent with the Sidwell 
Assembly, who is without a pastor at 

resent, as Sister Fourie accepted a 
call to Edenvale. We had good meet- 
ings. Pray that God will send the right 
man to take over this church. 

Monday morning at 5:00 a. m. we 
left for Krugersdorp. The roads be- 
tween Port Elizabeth and Graaf Rei- 
net were rough. A stone pierced a hole 
in my petrol tank. I lost all the petrol, 
and the car stopped 9 miles out of 
town. A farmer took me to town. I 
had the tank repaired and refilled 
and was off again. We arrived at 
Kroonstad at 6 p. m., where Brother 
and Sister Hudson had prepared a 
most delicious meal. I arrived home 
around 10:15 p. m. 

We could not stay for long, as Pas- 
tor Schutte, the superintendent for 
the Transvaal, had arranged for us 
to go to Barberton for a native dis- 
trict council meeting, and then on to 
Swaziland and Portuguese East Afri- 
ca. We took Reverend Slay with us as 
we had to break him in to do mis- 
sionary work as well. The first night 
we slept in a native hut, in a native 
church the second night, under a tree 
the third night, and under the starry 
heavens the fourth night. We met our 
church members in Portuguese East 
Africa but were refused permission by 
the Portuguese authorities to have a 
meeting with them. Pray that God 
will open the ver for us to receive 
recognition, and that we may be able 
to do missionary work there. 

We have such splendid men and 
women in that territory; we must 
have over 4,000 members in Portu- 
guese East Africa. One of our Bantu 
brethren, we were told, could not read, 
so he fasted and prayed. One night 
he could not sleep, so he decided to 
pray through. By 4 a. m. the Holy 
Spirit told him to open his Bible and 









read. Dubiously he opened and was 
surprised to find that he could read 
and understand the Bible. Is it not 
wonderful! Yes, with God all things 
are ble. Brother Joubert took us 
in van. He certainly is an ardent 
worker for God. May God bless him 
for his labors of love to win the less- 
privileged for God. 

On our way back we had a meeting 
with Pastor Maier at Nelspruit, he be- 
ing the superintendent of the Eastern 
Transvaal. We also met Pastor and 
Sister Cordier at Standerton, busy 
with a — there. 

Brother du Plooy reports that he 
has taken 700 into the church since 
January; Brother Schutte reports 600. 

Hats off to Brother Anderson and 
the Springs Assembly who gave $560 
missionary offering for June! God 
bless them. 

Brother S. P. Schutte has left for 
the United States, and his able little 
wife is taking charge in his absence. 
He will be surprised to learn that the 
Boksburg Assembly has given $168 to 
missions for June! Congratulations, 
Boksburg! May the whole church be 
inspired with a missionary zeal. 

The Orange Free State has opened 
another new and most beautiful 
church at Viljoenskroon—the third 
church built by Brother and Sister 
Hudson in one year. That is something 
worth raving about, which is an 
American expression. 

Onward we move with great zeal 
and courage to do the work of our 
Master. The year 1952 must be a red- 
letter year in the history of our 
Church. The next report will include 
details of a church which was taken 
in consisting of 8,739 members.—J. H.

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CALL TO ABMS oe, 


“Put on the whole armour of God” 
(Eph. 6:11). 


“The fight is on, O Christian soldier, 
and face to face in stern array, 

With armour gleaming, and colors 
streaming, 

The right and wrong engage today. 

The fight is on, but be not weary; be 
strong and in His might hold fast. 

If God be for us, His banner o’er us, 

We'll sing the victor’s song at last.” 


War today is won by “mechanized 
troops”; that is, masses of soldiery 
made irresistible by the weight of 
armour—tanks, planes, fire from the 
Skies. Beyond all past experience, 
armour can now be met only by 
armour; the man is not enough—he 
must be armed in every limb if he is 
to stand unconquered. So Paul says 
with passionate insistence: “Put on 
the whole armour”—the entire armour 
—“of God” (Eph. 6:11); and twice the 
command is given, and twice the ob- 
ject stated—“Take unto you the whole 
armour; the man is not enough—he 
to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand.” An un- 
armed soldiery is a mob, not an army; 
it is bound to fall; it is food for mas- 
sacre. 


Our Armour 

Our armour, as disciples of Christ, 
is carefully defined. “The weapons of 
our warfare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling down of 
strong holds” (2 Cor. 10:4). So far 
from having fleshly weapons, Paul was 
actually in chains—a prisoner chained 
to a soldier—when he wrote this appeal 
was in the center of the battle, clad 
in the whole armour of God. 

“We wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against...spiritual wick- 
edness in high places.” Our supreme 
foe is an air force, hovering literally 
in the heavens, not merely occasional 
evil spirits. Paul’s words imply bands, 
hosts, armies; Satan’s angels are 
“world rulers” of “this darkness’— 
“spiritual hosts of wickedness, in the 
heavenly places.” And the armour 
which Paul defines is not for massed 
troops—such armour as tanks or 
machine-guns—it is armour for each 
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believer, not armour for the Church. 
Each one of us can face hell alone, 
and be a complete conqueror. 


The Girdle 

In our age, simply black with lies— 
broken contracts, studied deceits, 
falsehood on principle—our first 
weapon is a thrilling proof of heaven. 
“Stand therefore’—three times we are 
commanded to hold our ground, to 
stand immovable—“having your loins 
girt about with truth.” The girt loin is 
the braced personality, and the whole 
being of the regenerate man is to 
stand for truth. 

Do not so much embrace the truth 
as let the truth embrace you. Be en- 
cased in the truth; live in the truth; 
live within the covers of the Book; 
we are to be men wrapped up in the 
truth, Christ said, “I am... the truth,” 
and we are in Christ, so the first 
thing to do is to take our stand def- 
initely within the circle of revealed 
truth; braced and girded by truth, we 
stand. Error produces looseness and 
laxness; if truth is wanting, every- 
thing is wanting. Our first arming is 
a conscious and wholehearted stand 
taken upon the revealed truth of Holy 
Scripture. 


The Breastplate 

Our second weapon is a covering for 
the heart. “Having on the breastplate 
of righteousness.” Here again is struck 
a deep chord of heaven. A soldier 
without a breastplate is naked and 
exposed to attack at the most vital 
point. The breastplate, generally made 
of plates of horn, or metal scales, or 
bronze, guards the heart; the right- 
eousness of Christ covers the once 
vile heart. 

I expose to Satan, not my bare 
breast, but the very righteousness of 
God Himself, the perfect life of Christ 
imputed to me once for all; and not 
one taunt at my old crime and guilt 
can ever pierce that divine breast- 
plate. One likes to think of it as a 
double breastplate; inwardly guard- 
ing the body’s most vital part forever, 
the heart, the imputed righteousness 
of Christ; outwardly, where men can 
see it, the active righteousness of a 
godly life. 


The Sandals 

The third piece of armour is for our 
walk, “Your feet shod with the prep- 
aration”’—the preparedness, the 
promptitude, the alacrity, the swift- 
ness—” “of the gospel of peace.” Here 
is a remarkable hint of military tac- 
tics. One of the priceless strategems in 
war is initiative, the forcing an enemy 
to act on the defensive. An advancing 
army is nearly always a winning army. 

So we also are to seize the initiative, 
be swift with the gospel, for delivering 
the prisoners of war cooped up be- 
hind the enemy’s lines. Swiftness of 
attack is a priceless weapon. All the 
time, if we should stand we must be 
propagating the truth, pressing the 
gospel, scattering the Word, saving 
and sanctifying. 

These sandals are to take us round 
the world. We stand upon the gospel; 
it steadies and keeps us from all fear 
and flutter; and perhaps we are never 
so safe as when our chief concern is 
the safety of others. 


The Shield 

The fourth piece of armour is to 
cover the person at any point. 
“Withal”—in addition to all, for a pro- 
tection over all—‘“taking the shield 
of faith, wherewith ye shall be able 
to quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked.” Satan’s fiery darts refer to 
an ancient missile, hammer-shaped, 
and thrown by hand, combustible at 
the head—bombs in modern warfare; 
doubts, lusts, angers, fears, errors, 
hatreds, unbeliefs, despairs; all the 
myriad evil suggestions falling on us, 
combustible material hurled at us by 
Satan as incendiary bombs, or as 
poison gas. 

For the “wiles” of the devil—the 
rush of a sudden ambuscade—God 
supplies an impenetrable bomb shel- 
ter. The word implies a shield “like a 
door,” four feet by two-and-a-half, 
which, by quick action, could cover 
any threatened part of the body. You 
notice how a shield is used: it is used 
to protect the person anywhere. Satan 
attacked Christ by three recorded 
temptations—one leveled at the body, 
one at the soul, and one at the spirit. 
And our Lord plants the shield ex- 
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actly where needed: “Satan, it is writ- 
ten, it is written, it is written.” It is 
our belief in the Holy Scripture, inter- 
posed just where the attack is: not 
only the faith as a whole, but the 
special truth for the occasion. The 
Shield of the faith once for all de- 
livered is to be flashed wherever the 
person is threatened. 


The Helmet 


The next weapon guards the mind: 
“And take the helmet of salvation.” 
Steel helmets are once more freely 
used in war; and salvation, the as- 
surance of ultimate safety, is to be 
our helmet, also. Assurance is the 
armour of the mind; the helmet binds 
the forehead, the seat of the mind, 
so the helmeted soldier sees every- 
thing through the Scriptures of sal- 
vation, which forever rise before his 
mental vision. Assurance of salvation 
garrisons the mind, balances the 
judgment, and puts the whole undi- 
vided and undisturbed intellect at the 
disposal of Christ. 


The Sword 

Our one offensive weapon, the only 
sword ever put into our hands by 
the Holy Ghost, comes next. “Take... 
the Sword of the Spirit, which is the 
Word of God.” The Bible is the 
Sword with which we cleave the ranks 
of the foe, for it is scripture, and 
scripture alone, which exposes error, 
pierces hypocrisy, unmasks hearts, and 
routs Satan. “The Word of God is 
quick and powerful, and sharper than 
any two-edged sword,...and is a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts and intents of 
the heart” (Heb. 4:12). 

We do not argue with Satan; we 
quote Scripture. Our Lord’s quotations 
from Scripture alone, without a single 
argument, were Satan’s complete de- 
feat in the wilderness. Satan’s hosts 
are bent on the death of all mankind. 
The Word of God—and it alone—re- 
generates the dead; therefore, it is 
the one mighty weapon which turns 
the whole battle from defeat to vic- 
tory. Every soul that doubts Scripture 
has had his sword wrested out of his 
hand, and is powerless in the day of 
battle. “All scripture is given... that 
the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good 
works” (2 Tim. 3:16, 17), and armed 
from head to foot. 


Keeping Communications Open 
Our last weapon is wireless com- 
munication with the home base. “Pray 
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ing always with all prayer and suppli- 
cation in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and 
supplication for all saints”: every 
kind of prayer, constant prayer, un- 
doubting prayer, each of us praying 
for all. In the first Great War a 
field telegraphist was put out of action 
by a shrapnel bullet and was unable 
to aid the comparatively small force 
that held the advanced position be- 
hind which he lay. 

There was imminent prospect that 
the defenders would be annihilated; 
but the telegraphist crawled painfully 
half a mile to the rear, where he was 
able to tap a cut wire and send rap- 
idly along it appeal after appeal for 
instant help. It came; reinforcements 
were rushed up and disaster averted. 
Get in touch with God and you com- 
mand His invincible legions. 

Now we see our critical need. This 
whole armour of God must be put 
on, if we are to stand in the evil day: 
“Put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to stand”; and 
if we put on all, we shall stand; “Hav- 
ing done all’—having done your all, 
having put it all on—“to stand.” No 
armour is provided for the back—the 
soldier who flees is shot, either by 


the enemy or by his own commanding 
officer. 

True believers (though not true 
overcomers), are falling on every hand. 
All sin is defeat; it is impossible to 
stand without utilizing God’s provis- 
ions for standing. “Put on the whole 
armour,” for every part of us needs 
to be protected, and Satan assaults 
every portion of our nature, and if we 
leave any part exposed, Satan finds 
it, just as Achilles was said to be 
vulnerable only in his heel, and there 
he was killed. “Nothing is done,” said 
Napoleon, “if anything is left undone.” 
But if we keep all this armour steadily 
between us and the foe, including the 
prayer weapon, our stand in the fierc- 
est battle shock is certain, and 
the Overcomer will have won the 
most wonderful victory of the ages. 
Napoleon’s words are true of our war: 
“A field marshall’s baton slumbers in 
every soldier’s knapsack.” Ours also 
is a war of attrition. He who stands, 
wins; by standing firm we conquer; 
and “him that overcometh will I 
make a pillar in the temple of my 
God” (Rev. 3:12). Immovability in 
battle will be rewarded with immov- 
ability in Glory.—Herald of His Com- 
ing.

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German Synod Challenges 
Niemoeller’s Office 


RENDSBURG, Germany.—The 
Schleswig-Holstein Synod of the 
Evangelical Church in Germany has 
officially challenged the Rev. Martin 
Niemoeller as foreign secretary of the 
Church. The synod voted to approach 
the council of the Evangelical Church 
in Germany with a request to “clarify 
whether the Council can justify any 
longer the retaining of Church presi- 
dent Martin Niemoeller as head of the 
Church’s — office.” The action 
was preceded by a thorough discus- 
sion of the Church’s foreign affairs, 
initiated by Dr. Hans Asmussen’s de- 
nunciation of Niemoeller’s policy, but 
was qualified with the statement, 
“There is no intention to deny Pastor 
Niemoeller private freedom of speech 
in political matters.” Dr. Asmussen, 
provost of Kiel, and member of the 
Schleswig-Holstein Synod, recently 
resigned from the World Council of 
Churches Commission on Faith and

The resolution of the 
Schleswig-Holstein Synod is under- 
stood to be the first official move of a 
German church body toward a solu- 
tion of the crisis. 
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Another Search for Noah’s Ark 


A recent dispatch from Reuters 
states that six French explorers will 
leave Paris immediately look for 
traces of Noah’s ark on Mt. Ararat, 
legendary resting place of the ark af- 
ter the great Biblical flood subsided. 
Jean de Riquer, arctic explorer, will 
lead the expedition. They will carry 
American equipment capable of de- 
termining the age of wood. Two cam- 
eramen will be along to make photo- 

raphic record of the ark if it is 
ound. 

A Russian aviator in 1916 reported 
that he saw on Ararat a vessel similar 
to that described in the Bible. In 1948 
peasants also reported they had 
climbed the mountain and seen the 
remains. Ararat is a 17,000-foot peak, 
highest in the Caucasus, located close 
at the junction of Russian, Iranian, 
and Turkish borders. -In 1949, Dr. 
Aaron J. Smith, dean of the People’s 
Bible School, at Greensboro, N. C., 
tried for 15 days to find the ark, but 
was thwarted by the Russian Govern- 
ment’s opposition to the search, as 
have been other similar expeditions. 
Russia views the expeditions as spy- 
ing efforts on her territories and pro- 
tests to the Turkish Government to 
prevent their climbing the mountain. 
The ark is considered to be on the 
southwestern flank of the mountain 
in Turkish territory. Dr. Smith be- 
lieves Noah and his animals left the 
ark on Mt. Ararat, and it oy have 
been preserved by being partially bur- 
ied in ice or snow. Since the wood 
used, according to the Bible account, 
was similar to our cypress wood, it is 
thought possible some parts of the

Long Fast Ends in Death 


CHERRYVILLE, Missouri.—For 51 
days, the Rev. Jesse J. Ivie, a traveling 
Ozarks evangelist, fasted in his cot- 
tage at Cherryville, Mo., hoping that 
his sacrifice would bring him a spe- 
cial sign from God. He refused to see 
doctors, would not be dissuaded from 
his fast by the pleas of his own 
churchmen of the Southern Missouri 
District of the Assemblies of God, and 
grew slowly weaker. “If the Lord 
wants me to die,” he said, “I’m ready 
to go.” Surrounded by his praying 
family, Evangelist Ivie died. Assem- 
blies officials declared that it is not 
the belief nor the practice of the 
Pentecostal organization to engage in 
long fasts.

To Fight Communism With Bibles 

BERNE, Indiana.—The printing of 
1 million Bibles in the Russian lan- 
guage was begun at the Economy 
Printing Company of Berne, May 26, 
as a part of the plan of the Russian 
Bible Society to place Bibles behind 


the Iron Curtain as the most effective 
means of fighting Communism. At a 


president of the Russian Bible So- 
ciety, the presses were started on the 
Bible run, while representatives of the 
Gideons International, and _ local 
churches looked on. These Bibles will 
be the first of their kind to be pro- 
duced entirely on American soil, Rev. 
Malof declared. Russian Bibles have 
been printed in Russia in the past, 
but because of the refusal of the 
Kremlin to grant paper for such 
books, such printing is impossible now. 
It is expected that the Bibles will be 
smuggled into Russia by some of the 
ardent evangelical Christians in coun- 
tries along the Russian border. It is 
known that the Russian people them- 
selves are hungry for the Wosed of 
God and will read it if copies are 
made available to them.

Fisher Boat Refugees Permitted 
to Stay 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Presi- 
dent has signed a bill bringing to an 
end years of anxious waiting for Es- 
tonian and Latvian refugees who fled 
from Russian occupation and braved 
the ocean in tiny fishing vessels to 
reach America. Since arriving here 
they have been threatened with de- 
portation for three years, since they 
were without proper visas. The bill re- 
moves the threat by making these 
Baltic refugees eligible to apply for 
admission under the terms of the Dis- 
placed Persons Act. The refugees fled 
Communist oppression in Estonia and 
Latvia, arriving in America in several 
groups during 1948 and 1949. They 
have been paroled to welfare organi- 
zations and permitted to find employ- 
ment pending congressional action on 
private bills to permit their perma- 
nent residence in the United States. 
For several years the bills introduced 
in their behalf have been shelved, and 
last August the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee reported that consideration of 
the matter had been indefinitely post- 
poned. This almost caused their auto- 
matic deportation, but the bill finally 
agen has removed this threat, and 
hey may now enter into American 
life as normal immigrants. 


Association for Blind to Convene 


NEW YORK CITY.—The American 
Association of Workers for the Blind 
held its 26th annual convention of 
representatives of organizations in the 
United States and Canada concerned 
with the welfare of the blind, at the 
Brown Hotel, Louisville, Kentucky, 
from June 29 to July 4. Members came 
from all parts of the United States 
and Canada. The American Printing 
House for the Blind acted as host to 
the delegates. The program included 
both morning and afternoon sessions, 
and during the meetings the 1952 an- 
nual Shotwell Memorial Award pre- 
sented to Colonel E. A. Baker, M.C., 
O.B.E. managing director of the Ca- 
nadian National Institute for the 
Blind, a distinguished blinded Canadi- 
an of World War I, who has rendered 
long and outstanding service in the 
cause of the blind in Canada and over 
the world.

OKLAHOMA’S REPORT FOR THREE 
YEARS AND TEN MONTHS 

Here is a general report of the work 
in the State of Oklahoma for the past 
3 years and 10 months. This report 
is taken from the pastoral reports 
sent in to the state office each month. 

First, we give a check-up on the 
new church buildings. We have built 
from the ground up 9 new churches. 
These church buildings stand as a 
monument to the progressiveness of 
the pastors and the laity of these 
various churches. We have 2 churches

now under construction. Others are 
making definite plans to start very 
soon on new church buildings. 

We have 18 churches which have 
remodeled and rebuilt, and a number 
of these have added on to their build- 
ing such as Sunday School rooms, 
etc. Quite a number have installed 
new pews, new pianos, etc. Lawton 
purchased a building on an adjoining 
pA to their building at a cost of $5,- 

We have bought, remodeled and 
converted 5 other buildings into 
church houses. We have purchased a 
number of nice building sites. On one 
of these we now have the state port- 
able tabernacle, which we built at a 
cost of less than a $1,000, with free 
labor. 

Now for a check-up on the par- 
sonages. We have bought or built 7 
new parsonages and many of the 
others have been remodeled inside 
and out. Also, new furniture has been 
added to many of them. 

We did a lot of painting and some 
remodeling of the state tabernacle, 
plus adding a new kitchen thoroughly 
equipped, also new hot and cold show- 
ers. 

The total value of state property, 
and this means only the campground 
and state headquarters, is $60,200. The 
total value of church buildings and 
parsonages is $74,300 in this state. 
Adding the state headquarters a~ 4 
erty and the other property through-

out the State gives us a grand total 
of $134,500. 

We raised a total amount of $3,049 
for district missions. For state mis- 
sions we have already sent to General 
Headquarters $2,785.87. We will have 
about $3,000 when all of the pledges 
come in. This report on district and 
state missions is for this year only. 
For the Orphanage we have sent in, 
from district and _ state oe pegs 
$831.13. We are going to be just a little 
short of our $1.00 per member for 
Lee College. Two or 3 of the small 
churches failed to raise their full 
amount. However, I think we will have 
approximately $1,500. We should raise 
$1,549 to be 100 per cent over the top. 

Now, we let you look in on 3 years 
and 10 months of evangelistic effort 
in Oklahoma, and this is according to 
our ministers’ reports to the state of- 
fice each month. Our ministers have 
visited 62,494 homes, preached 22,126 
sermons, had 3,818 souls converted, 
1,605 sanctified, 1,200 baptized with 
the Holy Ghost, baptized 783 in water, 
and added 1,251 to the Church. Right 
here is where the song we are singing 
gets sad. Out of this gross number of 
1,251 we lost from our roll 735. This 
leaves us a net gain of 516 members.
